125 ARE DEAD 
IN FOREST FIRES 


Winnipeg, Man.. Aug. 4.—The latest 
estimates of the dead in the Elk river 
disaster by bush fires which have boon 
raging from Michel to Pernio is 125 
persons. The property loss is $5.000.- 
000 in Fernie, making the total loss 
$8.000.000, and GOOO persons of that 
city's inhabitants are homeless. 
The 
residents have been taken in trains to 
places of safety and are now destitute. 
Thousands of dollars have been sent 
by western Canadian cities to the re- 
lief of the destitute. Medical supplies 
are greatly needed. 


Fernie, with its lumber mills and 
railway terminals, is wiped out. 
The 
fire is still raging around Hosmer and 
Sparwood, but Michel is safe, the wind 
having dropped. If a gale springs up 
that city will be again in danger soon. 
Seventy men in the camps of the Elk 
River company perished. 


The exact number of fatalities may 
never be known, and there seems no 
way in the meantime of procuring an 
accurate list. Reports are conflicting. 
Reports received Q,t Michel place the 
number of dead at Fernie at 102, with 
sixty-four others burned in a logging 
camp at Elk rivor. An unofilcial state- 
ment said to have come from Pernie 
places the ofllcial list of dead at Fer- 
nie and the surrounding camps at 125. 
with the property loss at $8,000,000. 


Supplies of food and clothing are be- 
ing rushed to the stricken region from 
Vancouver. 
Nelson. 
Cranbrook 
and 
Michel. The fires near Hosmer, Michel 
and Cranbrook, which threatened each 
of these towns, have apparently been 
checked. 


Saturday night was a frightful one 
of excitement, and many heartrending 
scenes were witnessed. 
It was spent 
in getting many of the women 
and 
children on the trains and 
starting 
them for Cranbrook. 


During the 
night the wind 
wont 
down, and Sunday morning many of 
tlie men and their stout-hearted wives 
came In from the hills to which they 
had fled to view the smoking ruins of 
their city. 


Many harrowing 
tales were 
told. 
One woman of West Fernie had just 
emerged from her home, which was 
on firfe. She dropped dead of heart 
disease. Neighbors burled her in her 
garden, and then ran for their livi-»s.

great and she perished.

PASTOR'S WIFE SUES WOMAN 


Winnipeg, Man., Aug. 4.—The latest 
estimates of the dead in the Elk river 
disaster by bush fires which have boon 
raging from Michel to Ferule is 125 
persons. The property loss is $5,000,- 
000 in Fernie, making the total loss 
$8,000,000, and G000 persons of that 
city’s inhabitants are homeless. 
The 
residents have been taken in trains to 
places of safety and are now destitute. 
Thousands of dollars have been sent 
by western Canadian cities to the re­ 
lief of the destitute. Medical supplies 
are greatly needed. 


Fernie, with its lumber mills and 
railway terminals, is wiped out. 
The 
fire is still raging around Iiosmer and 
Sparwood, but Michel is safe, the wind 
having dropped. If a gale springs up 
that city will be again in danger soon. 
Seventy men in the camps of the Elk 
River company perished. 


The exact number of fatalities may 
never be known, and there seems no 
way in the meantime of procuring an 
accurate list. Reports are conflicting. 
Reports received 
Michel place the 
number of dead at Fernie at 102, with 
sixty-four others burned in a logging 
camp at Elk river. An unofficial state­ 
ment said to have come l'rom Fernie 
places the official list of dead at Fer­ 
nie and the surrounding camps at 125, 
with the property loss at $8,000,000. 


Supplies of food and clothing are be« 
ing rushed to the stricken region from 
Vancouver, 
Nelson, 
C ran brook 
and 
Michel. The fires near Hosmer, Michel 
and Cranbrook, which threatened each 
of these towns, have apparently been 
checked. 


Saturday night was a frightful one 
of excitement, and many heartrending 
scenes were witnessed. 
It was spent 
in getting many of the women and 
children on the trains and starting 
them for Cranbrook. 


During the 
night the wind 
went 
down, and Sunday morning many of 
the men and their stout-hearCed wives 
came in from the hills to which they 
had fled to view the smoking ruins of 
their city.

One woman of West Fernie had just 
emerged from her home, which was 
on flrfe. She dropped dead of heart 
disease. Neighbors burled her in her 
garden, and then ran for their livi^s. 
In another part of the city an old wo­ 
man, an invalid, was carried a short 
distance, but the heat became too 
great and she perished.

Samuel Dickinson Charged With De« 
fraud ing Wilkes-Barre People. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 4. — On twenty- 
eight. warrants issued at the instance

charging conspiracy to cheat and de­ 
fraud and obtaining money by false 
pretense, Samuel Dickinson was ar­ 
rested here by local detectives and 
Detective Valey, of Wilkes-Barre. The 
charges grow out of the sale of stock 
in the Capitol Life Insurance Company 
of America to the plaintiffs through 
Dickinson. The amount given in the 
warrants as having been secured from 
the Wiles-Bagre people is $7500. The 
Capitol Insurance company was or­ 
ganized in December, 19U5. and incor 
porated in the District of Columbia. 
R ece^ers were recently appointed in 
Washington and in this city to take 
charge of the affairs of the concern on 
petition of some of the stockholders, 
who alleged that the assets of the com­ 
pany are being wasted. 


It is claimed that the company failed 
to secure a license to carry on busi­ 
ness in Washington, and that the as­ 
sets consist almost entirely of sub­ 
scriptions to the capitol stock. William 
MacDonald, of this city, who is treas­ 
urer and secretary, is allegpd by the 
stockholders to have control of the 
money of the corporation. In the war­ 
rants issued against Dickinson, Wil­ 
liam MacDonald is also named as one 
of those who must answer the charges 
made by the Wilkes-Barre complain­ 
ants.

Frenchman Makes Initial Flight 
at Brighton Beach. 


Rls*ng from the ground like a giant 
bird and darting through the air at 
express train speed, Henry Farman’s 
aeroplane,

over here from France to demonstrate 
his ability to fly, made its initial flight 
in this country at Brighton Beach.

It rose from an especially pre­ 
pared runway at the will of the inven­ 
tor, and after attaining a height of 
twenty-five feet flew straight ahead on 
a direct line, finally alightning with ex­ 
quisite grace when the noted air pilot 
diminished the motor power.

When the people present had been 
waved back he gave the order “Let 
go!” and rway sped the aeroplane 
over the plank roadway It ran swiftly 
along on it^ wheels for 240 yards, and 
then Farman turned a lever, which 
sent it into the air like magic and 
away it flew. 
The propeller made a 
whirring noise as it turned 800 times 
to the minute. 
Only 350 yards were 
covered in the air on this flight, but a 
few minute? later Farman made an­ 
other try and travelled 7ti0 yards in 
the air. He could have gone much fur­ 
ther. he said, but feared striking a 
pile of lumber.

SULTAN AND HIS PLAYER* 


Actor* Have Military Organization and 


Are Subject to Immediate Call. 
The sultan of Turkey has iiis own 


way of taking his theatrical pleasures. 
An account of the performances given 
before him was recently made public 
by one who was long attached to th« 
palace staff, and it reads like ..iie ex- 
aggerations of a comic opera librettist. 


The pov.-er that controls all these 


performances 
is Ariuro 
Stravolo, 


known simply as Arturo. who cams 
from Naples some years ago and set- 
tled with his father, mother, sisters 
and brothers and sisters-in-law in Con- 
stantinople. He was formerly a dia- 
lect comcdisn in Naples. 


He is a prime favorite with the sul- 


tan. The other actcrs are called to 
the palace to perform no-, oftener than 
once a month. 
Arturo acts at least 


weekly. 


As the sultan Is very fond of variety 


and will rarely consent to witness the 
same performance twice it is neces- 
sary to provide constant change. To 
do this one of the Strsvolos is always 
traveling through the European capi- 
tals at the expense cf his patron seek- 
ing novelties. 


All of the sultan's actcrs must wear 


a certain uniform. Ttey have a mili- 
tary organization. Angelo is a lieuten- 
ant: the violinist, Luigi, is a captain; 
the baritone, Gaetano, is a major, and 
the tenor, Xicola, is a general. 
The 


performances take place at co fixed 
time, but whenever it appears to the 
sultan that he would like to see a 
show. 
Thus the company, like sol- 


diers, must always be ready to march. 


Frequently the director of the or- 


chestra, Aranda Pasha, will be noti- 
fied in the middle of the night that 
he must come to the palace as quickly 
as possible. He learns on arriving 
that his majesty desires to hear "Un 
Ballo In Maschera," or some 
other 


opera. As the sultan's wish is a com- 
mand, the opera begins within half an 
hour. 


The sultan sits entirely alone, as a 


rule, and if any point in the action of 
either play or opera is not clear he 
halts the performers until it is ex- 
plained to him.

What It Costs to Kun New York. 
The State of New York is the larg- 
est in the Union, an-d ii. takes a good 
deal of money to run it. 
According 
to the figures furnished the Roches- 
ter 
Post-Express 
by Senator Arm- 
strong, chairman of the Senate Com^ 
mittee on Finance, it took about $30,- 
000.000, exclusive of trust funds, to 
meet the appropriations of the regu- 
lar session of the Legislature recently 
adjourned. 
As would be expected in 
an enlightened 
commonwealth, 
the 
greatest expenditures were for the 
benefit of charities and schools. 
Hos- 
pitals received $5,661,118, and the 
common schools (not including nor- 
mal schools and academies) 
$4,665,- 
625, a sum exceeding by a half-mill- 
ion the appropriation of last year. 
Charitable 
institutions 
other 
than 
hospitals 
received 
$2.583,759, 
and 
the judiciary $1,36X.696. 
The re- 
mainder of the $30,000,000 was dis- 
tributed amovg the score of other de- 
partments of State work in amounts 
ranging from $50,000 to $500,000. 
One conspicuousitem Is that of $450,- 
'000 for printing, which seems very 
exceBsive. 
The total appf'opriations 
exceed by nearly $3,000,000 those of 
last year, but the law allows the Gov- 
ernor to cut out unnecessary items in 
appropriations bills, and he consider- 
ably lessened the amount,—Leslie's.

SULTAN AND HIS PLAYERS. 


It Is reported that a student of the 
Electro-Technical Institute of St. Pet- 
ersburg, named Freudlnberg, has in- 
vented an apparatus for exploding 
mines by wireless telegraphy. 
Nu- 
merous experiments 
already 
made 
are said to have proved remarkably 
successful. 
The apparatus is also 
claimed to be suited for 
directing 
Whitehead torpedoes at long ranges. 


In Denmark only the inter-provin- 
cial, the inter-communal and the in- 
ternational telephones are worked by 
the State, while the local telephones 
are worked by private limited com- 
panies, under concessions. 


The staff of Greenwich Observatory 
announce that they have discovered 
an eighth satellite of Jupiter. 
Dur- 
ing an examination of photographic 
plates of Jupiter, Mr, Melotte, one of 
the assistant astronomers, discovered 
a faint marking occupying sltshtbr 
different positions on the different 
plates. 
The satellite has a retrograde 
motion. 


Remarkable expansion has taken 
place in the Indian manganese indus- 
try, statistics showing that while the 
total 
quantity 
of 
manganese 
ore 
shipped 
through 
the 
Kidderpore 
Docks during the whole of the year 
1906 was 14,587 tons, the shipments 
up to the end of October last year 
amounted to 40.349 tons. 
The Car- 
negie Steel Company, of Pittsburg, 
has acquired large manganese prop- 
erties in India, and it is expected 
that these figures will be yet further 
increased. 


Training a Beagle. 


With regard to the training of a 
beagle, he has to be treated on quite 
a different plan from the setter and 
pointer. 
In their cases a great deal 
of work of training is to conquer nat- 
ural propensities, whereas with the 
beagle you encourage him to go on 
and do all he can in seeking and 
chasing when found. Young dogs are 
usually put down with an older one, 
and a very few lessons suffice. 
It 
comes as natural to a beagle to run 
scent as for a terrier to kill rats, and 
if there is no apparent inclination one 
lesson usually provokes it. 
The less, 
one interfere'S with a beagle running 
a line the better for the dog, so long 
as he is not pottering in one well 
tested place, but casting all about 
when he has lost the trail.—Field 
and Stream. 


Actor» Have Military Organization and 
Are Subject to Immediate Call. 


The sultan of Turkey has nis own 
way of taking his theatrical pleasures. 
An account of tho performances given 
before him was recently made public 
by one who v/as long attached to the 
palace staff, and it reads like uie ex- 
aggerations of a comic opera librettist. 


The pov;er that controls all 
these 
performances 
is 
Arturo 
Stvavolo, 
known simply as Arturo, who 
camo 
from Naples some years ago and set- 
tled with his father, mother, sisters 
and brothers and sisters-in-law in Con- 
stantinople. 
He was formerly a dia- 
lect comedian in Naples. 


He is a prime favorite with the sul- 
tan. 
The other actors are called to 
the palace to perform noi oftener than 
once a month, 
Arturo acts at least 
weekly. 


As the sultan is very fond of variety 
and will rarely consent to witness the 
same performance twicc it is neces- 
sary to provide constant change. 
To 
do this one of the Stravolos is always 
traveling through the European capi- 
tals at the expense of his patron seek- 
ing novelties. 


All of the sultan's actors must wear 
a certain uniform. They have a mili- 
tary organization. Angelo is a lieuten- 
ant; the violinist, Luigi. is a captain; 
the baritone, Gaetano, is a major, and 
the tenor. Nicola, is a general. 
The 
performances take place at no fixed 
time, but Wherxever it appears to the 
sultan that he Avould like to see a 
show. 
Thus the company, like sol- 
diers, must always be ready to march. 


Frequently the director of the or- 
chestra, Aranda Pasha, will be noti- 
fied in the middle of the night that 
he must come to the palaco as quickly 
as possible. 
He learns on arriving 
that his majesty desires to hear "Un 
Ballo 
in Maschera." or some 
other 
opera. As the sultan's wish is a com- 
mand, the opera begins withm half an 
hour. 


The sultan sits entirely alone, as a 
rule, and if any point in the action of 
either play or opera is not clear he 
halts the performers until it is ex- 
plained to him. 


Whence Came "Hurrah"? 


Some authorities connect "Hurrah" 
with a Hebrew shout of joy to Je- 
hovah. which occurs in tho 
Psalms. 
Others derive it from "Thor aide!" a 
war cry of 
the 
ancient 
northmen. 
Others point to the Swedish and Dan- 
ish "Hurra," and the German "Hur- 
ren." to move quickly; or the Danish 
"Hurre," to buzz, with which our hur- 
ry is associated. 


Sir Francis Palgrave in his history 
of Normandy and England, says: '*lt 
was a wise custom in Normandy, es- 
tablished by Rollo*s docreo, that any- 
one who had reason to fear damage of 
goods, life or limb, ccuid raise the 
country by the cry of "Haro!" ''Ha 
Raoul," justice in Duke Rollo's name.

W hat It Costs to Run New York. 
The State of New York is the larg­ 
est in the Union, an\i !ti takes a good 
deal of money to run it. 
According 
to the figures furnished the Roches­ 
ter 
Post-Express 
by Senator Arm­ 
strong, chairman of the Senate Com* 
mittee on Finance, it took about $30,- 
000,000, exclusive of trust funds, to 
meet the appropriations of the regu­ 
lar session of the Legislature recently 
adjourned. 
As would be expected in 
an enlightened commonwealth, the 
greatest expenditures were for the 
benefit of charities and schools. Hos­ 
pitals received $5,661,118, and the 
common schools (not including nor­ 
mal schools and academies) $4,665,- 
625, a sum exceeding by a half-mill­ 
ion the appropriation of last year. 
Charitable institutions 
other 
than 
hospitals received 
$2,583,759, and 
the judiciary $1,36X,696. 
The re­ 
mainder of the $30,000,000 was dis­ 
tributed amovg the score of other de­ 
partments of State work in amounts 
ranging from $50,000 to $500,000. 
One conspicuousitem is that of $450,- 
000 for printing, which seems very 
excessive. 
The total appropriations 
exceed by nearly $3,000,000 those of 
last year, but the law allows the Gov­ 
ernor to cut out unnecessary items in 
appropriations bills, and he consider­ 
ably lessened the amount.— Leslie’s,

The apparatus is also 
claimed to be suited for directing 
W’hitehead torpedoes at long ranges.

The less, 
one interferes with a beagle running 
a line the better for the dog, so long 
as he is not pottering in one well 
tested place, but casting all about 
when he has lost the trail.— Field 
and Stream.

The sultan of Turkey has his own 
way of taking his theatrical pleasures* 
An account of tho performances given 
before him was recently made public 
by one who was long attached to the 
palace staff, and it reads like u\e ex­ 
aggerations of a comic opera librettist. 


The power that controls all 
these 
performances 
is 
Arturo 
Stravolo, 
known simply as Arturo, who 
came 
from Naples some years ago and set­ 
tled with his father, mother, sisters 
and brothers and sisters-in-law in Con­ 
stantinople. 
He was formerly a dia­ 
lect comedian in Naples. 


He is a prime favorite with the sul­ 
tan. 
The other actors are called to 
the palace to perform noi oftener than 
once a month. 
Arturo acts at least 
weekly. 


As the sultan is very fond of variety 
and will rarely consent to witness the 
same performance twicc it is neces* 
sary to provide constant change. 
To 
do this one of the Stravolos is always 
traveling through the European capi­ 
tals at the expense of his patron seek­ 
ing novelties. 


All of the sultan’s actors must wear 
a certain uniform. 
They have a mili­ 
tary organization. Angelo is a lieuten­ 
ant; the violinist, Luigi, is a captain; 
the baritone, Gaetano, is a major, and 
the tenor, Nicola, is a general. 
The 
performances take place at no fixed 
time, but whenever it appears to the 
sultan that he would like to see a 
show. 
Thus the company, like sol­ 
diers, must always be ready to march. 


Frequently the director of the or­ 
chestra, Aranda Pasha, will be noti­ 
fied in the middle of the night that 
he must come to the palace as quickly 
as possible. 
He learns on arriving 
that his majesty desires to hear “Un 
Ballo 
in Maschera,” or some 
other 
opera. As the sultan’s wish is a com­ 
mand, the opera begins within half an 
hour. 


The sultan sits entirely alone, as a 
rule, and if any point in the action of 
either play or opera is not clear he 
halts the performers until it is ex­ 
plained to him.

Others point to the Swedish and Dan­ 
ish “Hurra,“ and the German “Hur- 
ren,“ to move quickly; or the Danish 
“Hurre,” to buzz, with which our hur­ 
ry is associated. 


Sir Francis Palgrave in his history 
of Normandy and England, says: “It 
was a wise custom in Normandy, es­ 
tablished by Rollo’s decree, that any­ 
one who had reason to fear damage of 
goods, life or limb, ccuid raise the 
country by the cry of “Haro!” “Ha 
Raoul,” justice in Duke Rollo’s name. 
Hence our “hue and cry.” 
The old 
English "Harrow,” and our “Hurrah,“ 
are but variations of this.”

Large Advance in Household and Gen- 


eral Expenses Reported by 


Consul. 


Consul Wilbur T. Gracey. of Tsing- 


Tau, China, makes the following re- 
port relative u> the increased cost 
of living in the Far East: 


"The cost of living In China has 


increased considerably during 
the 


last few years, and the increased 
price of provisions, rents and other 
current expenses is becoming a con- 
tinual subject for newspaper discus- 
sion. 


"Ten years ago it was possible to 


secure in Tlen-Tsin or Shanghai a 
good and commodious residence for 
$35 to J40 gold a month, and a lux- 
urious building for $60, but at the 
present tiafe the minimum appears 
to be the latter figure, and houses 
which ten years ago were renting 
for $35 now bring double that amount. 
A seven-room house in a row. with- 
out garden, rents for about ?60, while 
a detached house with even a small 
garden cannot be obtained for less 
than $75. 


"In Tsing-Tau rentals are some- 


what higher, averaging S70 for a 
seven or eight room house, and run- 
ning to $150 a month for an unpre- 
tentious villa (with a small garden), 
containing .probably ten or twelve 
rooms.

The radical difference between the hand of man and of tl\e monkey lies In 
the tlnnujb. In the human hand .tihe thumb has the "opposiifg power," which 
means that the thumb can be made to touch the tip of each or any of the 
other fingers on the same hand; the monkey's t^iumb is non-opposable. 


The white lines \\hich cross the 
fingernails, 
particularly the thumb-nails, 
are signs of disturbances in the organism at the time they are formed. A 
German scientist's observation is that forty-six per cent, of the criminals 
bave these lines, forty-three per cent, of Idiots and fifty per cent, of lunatics. 


The growth of nails is more rapid In children tlian in adults» and slowest In 
the aged. It goes on more rai>idly in summer than in winter, so that the same 
nail that is renewed in one hundred and thirty-two days ii\ winter requires 
only one hundred and sixteen in summer. 
The increase of the nails on the 
right hand is more vapid than on the left; it also differs for the different 
fingers, and in order corresi>onding with the length of the 
finger. It is moro 
rapid for the aniddle finger, neaj'ly equal for the two either side of this, slower 
for the little finger and slowest for the thumb. 


The nails of the Chinese nobility sometimes attains a length of eighteen 
Inches, and the Siamese belles wear long silver cases at the ends of their 
fingers 
to protect the nails, if tihey are long enough to need It, or to make 
people believe that they are there even if they are not. 


Line markings have been found distinct and unimpaired on the fingers ot 
Egyptian mummies. 


The authorities of Scotland Yard, ihe police headquarters of "London, In 
1904, identified five thousand persons by the indexed 
finger-prints. 
The experts 
there have gone through eight hundred thousand finger-pritvts. and in no two 
have they found more than three points of identity. 
Each digit gives an aver- 
age of about thirty-five points of comparison. 
In making records the whole ten 
digits are taken. 


It is strange that so strong a prejudice against the left hand has lived 
and increased for centuries, when there is no natural or physiological reason 
for it. 
Examination of the skeleton of a person who was strong. Iioalthy and 
well formed in life shows that the 'bones of the left hand and arm are just as 
large and capable as those of the right. 
The study of physiology shows, too. 
that the muscles and ligaments and cartilages that fastened that person's arms 
to his body, and gave thein the power of motion, were made to do their work 
Just as well on one side of the body as on bhe other. If the left side was the 
weaker, it was because of the failure to exercise it as freely as the other.

which you -pick up. ant-eat en, from the grass. 


It is her winning irresponsLbility which Nature imparts to tlie nurserymen, 
her spoiled children. As she herself will offer you a cucumber when you ask 
for a 'banana-melon, so he. if you order a thing he has not. will send you 
another; or he will lure you along till past the season for planting anything, 
when h-e will fearlessly own that he does not "stock" it. but will try the next 
year to get it for you from another nurseryman.—^Harper's ¡Magazine.

Hydrophobia means, literally, 'afraid 
of water/ and it is commonly suppos- 
ed that a mad dog dreads the touch 
and sight of It. Tlie contrary Is true. 
The animal craves water and will run 
any distance after It. but an attempt 
to s^Yallow increases its agony and 
often results In death. 
This is tho 
only connection between water and 
dog madness. 
Of course hydrophobia 
Is a real and dangerous disease, and 
tho greatest care should be taken to 
avoid an animal apparently afflictetl; 
but many useful and \'aluable dogs are 
n-eedlessly killed every year by imnlc- 
stricken people. Take on chances, but 
don't kill your dog just because he 
Is hot and dusty and his tonguo is 
hanging 
out."—Birmingham

report, whether pure invention or delusion, has given rise to 
no end of discussion. 
But this phantom island, some fifty thousand square 
miles in area, kept its place on maps down to the great physi.'al atlas of Keith 
Johnston in the middle of the nineteenth century. 
Expeditions were sent out 
repeatedly to search for it. but with :is little result as In the ca--u of Antilla. 
Yet it was mapped in detail, and its features named with as much conlldence 
as if it had been Iceland or the Farots. Even yet we find authorities of reputa- 
tion maintaining a 'belief in the existence of Busrs Island, and accounting for 
the disappearance of this fifty thousand square miles of land by a sudden con- 
vulsion whicli sank it some hundreds of fathoms 'below the surface of the 
ocean. It is more easy to believe either that the original story was an inven- 
tion or that the crew of the buss of Bridgewater mistook the southern ocean of 
Greenland in those foggy seas for an island.—Harper's Maga:^ne,

“I think that perhaps the increase 
of suicide among children—of whiah 
New York ihas not recently had an 
epidemic though there appears -to be 
an increase—is due to the fast life 
that we live. 
I do not mean of neces­ 
sity a wicked life, but we live at tre­ 
mendous tension. We are nerved like 
the strings of a violin, and the won­ 
der to me is that there are not m om 
broken strings. 


“This tension reaches to every de­ 
partment of life ..and pathetically, to 
tihe children on our streets, in our 
homes, in the shops and the schools. 
They live at 
the 
same tension as 
their parents; they .study too hard, too 
concentratedly, and after the hours of 
study their sports are all keyed to 
the same tone. We eat hig'hly spiced 
foods, even among the most common­ 
place. The rush and the roar of the 
city, the lium and bustle of life take 
hold of childhood even as of maturity. 


Brigadier kamb pulled open a draw, 
er in his desk and showed a loaded 
revolver.

‘The Mythical Island of B u s s

N Frofbisher’s last voyage, 
*78, one of fifteen ships, the buss 


Kmanuel of Bridgewater, went astray. On its return the captain 
told a wonderful story of having discovered a large island some 
where to the east of the south coast of Greenland, which was 
named after tihe «buss (a term applied to a strongly «built small 
vessel of fifty or sixty tons). 
What was the real origin of the 
report, whether pure invention or delusion, has given rise to 
no end of discussion. 
But this phantom island, some fifty thousand square 
miles in area, kept its place on maps down to the great physical atlas of Keith 
Johnston in the middle of the nineteenth century. Expeditions were sent out 
repeatedly to search for it. but with as little result as in the cai-e of Antilla. 
Yet it was mapped in detail, and its features named with as much confidence 
as if it had been Iceland or the Faroes. Even yet we find authorities of reputa­ 
tion maintaining a ‘belief in the existence of Buss Island, and accounting for 
the disappearance of this fifty thousand square miles of land by a sudden con­ 
vulsion whicli sank it some hundreds of fathoms »below the surface of the 
ocean. It is more easy to believe either that the original story was an inven­ 
tion or that the crew of the buss of Bridgewater mistook the southern ocean of 
Greenland in those foggy seas for an island.—Harper’s Magazine,

The 
real business that is now swinging 
Ihe whole nation ahead is not the 
ping-pong traffic of the stock ex- 
changes, but the steady output of 
S20.OrtO.rtOO a day from the fields and 
barnyards. 
If this farm output were 


to be cut off. the towering skyscrap- 
ers would fall, and the gay palace 
hotels would be as desolate as the 
Temple of Thebes. 


The brain-working farmer is the 


man behind prosperity. 
That is the 


big fact of recent American history 
It is he who pays the bills and holds 
up the 
national 
structure in the 


whirlwind hour of panic. 
Last year, 


for 
instance, while 
banks 
were 


tumbling, the noc-hystericai farmer 


ricultural boom of 1S9T. There had 
been a general crop failure in Europe, 
and the price of wheat had soared 
above $1 a bushel. 
Other nations 


paid 
us $1,200,000,000

products, and this unparalleled in- 
pouring of foreign money made us 
the richest and busiest nation in the 
world. 


The supreme fact about the Amer- 


ican farmer is that he has always 
been 
just as

public. 
He put fourteen of his sons 


in the White House; and he did his 
full share of the working and fighting 
and 'thinking and inventing all the 
way down from George Washington 
to James Wilson. 


He climbed up by self-help. 
He 


got no rebates, nor franchises, nor 
subsidies. 
The free land that was 


given him was worthless until he 
took it; and he has all along been 
more hindered than helped by the 
meddling of public officials. 


The Fanner-Inventor. 


His best friend has been the maker 


of farm machinery. 
But this is a 


family matter. 
Pour-fifths of the 


"harvester kings" were farmers' sons, 
and the biggest harvester factory is 
only a development of the small work- 
shop that always stood beside the 
barn. There are no two men who are 
more closely linked together by the 
ties of blood and 
business 
than 


the farmer and the man who makes 
his labor saving machines. 
Xeither 


one can hurt the other without doing 
injury to himself. 


The inventor of the modern plow, 


Jethro Wood, was a wealthy Quaker 
farmer of New York—a man of such 
masterful intelligence as to count 
Clay and Webster among his friends. 
The late James Oliver, the "plow 
king" of Indiana, and David Bradley, 
one of his greatest competitors, were 
born and bred near the furrowed 
soil. 


McCormick built his first reaper in 


a barnyard; so did John P. Sieber- 
ing, William X. Whiteley, Lewis ilil- 
er and C. W. Marsh. And the man 
who owned the first reaper factories, 
Dayton S. Morgan, grew tip amid the 
stumps of a New York farm. 


The American farmer has always 


grown ideas as well as corn and pota- 
toes. That is the secret of his pros- 
perity. It was out in the wheat fields 
where the idea of a self-binder Saslied 
upon the brain of John F- Appleby, 
where Jacob Miller learned to im-

What this event did for farm- 
ers aad the worid can scarcely be ex- 
aggerated. It opened up the prairies, 
fed the hungry banks with money, 
lured the farm laborers westward 
and compelled the farmers to use 
machinery.

sent the price of wheat soaring, and 
tha farmers had a jubilee of prosper- 
ity 
Away went the log cabin, the ox 


cart, the grain cradle and the flail. In 
came the frame house, the spring 
buggy, the reaper ana the thresher. 
The farmers began to buy labor sav- 
ing devices. 
Better still, they began 


to invent them. 


Farming by Machinery. 


To measure American farmers by 


the census is now an outgrown meth- 
od, for the reason that each farmer 
works with the power of five men. 
The farm has become a factory. Four- 
fifths of its work is done by machin- 
ery, which explains how we can pro- 
duce one-fifth of the wneat of the 
world, half of the cotton and three- 
fourths of the corn, although we are 
only six per cent, of the human race. 


The genie who built Aladdin's pal- 


ace in a night was the champion 
hustler of the fairy-tale countries. 
But he was BO: so tremendously su- 
perior to the farm laborer, who takes 
a can of gasoline and cuts fifty cords 
of wood in a day, or to the man who 
milks a herd of sixty cows in two 
hours, by machinery. 


To-day farming is not a drudgery. 


Rather it is a race—an exciting riv- 
alry between the different States. For 
years Illinois and Iowa have run neck 
and neck in the raising of corn and

A Farmers* College. 


In a small, out-of-the-way town 


called Ames I came upon a farmers' 
college—a veritable Harvard of the 
soil. 
Here, on a thousand acres 


which fed the wild deer and buffalo 
in the days of Andrew Jackson, is a 
college that equals Princeton and 
Vassar combined in the number of its 
pupils. Its farm machinery building 
is the largest of its kind, and it is a 
curious fact, showing how new the 
new farmer is, that the professors in 
charge of this department are obliged 
to teach without a text-book. 


The lowans pay $500,000 a year to 


sustain this college. 
They pay it 


cheerfully. They pay it with a hur- 
rah. 
Why? Because it is the big- 


gest money maker in the State. One 
little professor, named Holden—the 
smallest of the whole 140—is revered 
by lowans as a King Midas of the 
cornfield. He has shown them how to 
grow ten bushels more per acre, by 
using a better quality of seed-

Machines 
More Economical 


Slaves. 


Than 


Harvesting by machinery has ac- 


tually become cheaper than the an- 
cient method of harvesting by slaves. 
This surprising fact was first brought 
to the notice of Europeans during the 


hicago World's Fair, when forty- 


seven 
foreign 
commissioners were 


taken to the immense Dalrymple 
farm in North Dakota. 
Here they 


saw a. wheat field very nearly 100 
square miles in extent, with 300 self- 
binders clicking out the music of the 
harvest. 
There were no serfs—no 


drudges—no barefooted women. And 
yet they were tr.Id that the labor cost 
of reaping the ^?heat >vas less than 
a cent a bushel. 


It has now become impossible to 


reap the world's wheat by hand. As 
well might we try to carry coal from 
mines to factories in baskets. Merely 
to have gathered in our own cereal 
and hay of last year's growing would 
have been a ten-days' job for every 
man and woman in the United States 
between the ages of twenty and twen- 
ty-six. But even if it had been possi- 
ble to return to hand labor in the 
production of the world's wheat, the 
extra cost would have swollen, last 
year, to a total of 5330.000,000—so 
I am toid by a Wisconsin professor 
who has made a careful study of the 
costs of harvesting. This amount is 
more than equal to. the entire revenue 
of the Harvester Trust in the five 
years of its existence. 


Roughly speaking, the time needed 


to handle an acre of wheat has been 
reduced from sixty-one hours to three 
by the use of machinery. Hay now 
requires four hours, instead of twen- 


East. 


But it was the bad year of 1S93 


that first put American farmers on 
the road to affluence. Up to that time 
it was their usual policy to depend on 
a single crop. One farmer planted 
nothing but wheat; another planted 
nothing but corn; a third nothing but 
cotton, and so on. But in 1893 the 
prices of wheat, corn and cotton fell 
so low that the farmers' profits were 
wiped out. This disaster set the 
farmers thinking, and in four years 
they had changed over to the new 
policy of diversified farming. 


Instead of putting all their work 


upon one crop, they planted from 
three to a dozen crops each year. 
They 
manufactured their corn into 


cattle: thes* gave the soil a square 
deal in the matter of fertilization; 
they learned to plant better seed and 
to pay attention to the Weather Bu- 
reau; they studied the market re- 
ports, and, best of all, they swung 
over from muscle to machinery, until 
to-day the value of the machinery on 
American farms is fully a thousand 
millions. 


The Adoption of Scientific Methods. . 


All this amazing progress that I 


have been describing is by no means 
the best that the new farmer will do. 
It is merely what he has done by the 
aid of machinery. What he will do 
by the aid of science remains to be 
seen. 


Scientific agriculture is young. It 


has had to wait until machinery pre- 
pared the way, by giving the farmers 
time to think and money to spend. 
The first scientist who took notice of 
farming was the Frenchman La- 
voisier. He found out the composi- 
tion of water, in 1783, and was in the 
midst of many discoveries, when a 
Paris mob hustled him to the guillo- 
tine. 
The famous Leibig next ap- 


peared and founded the first agricul- 
tural experiment station. Then came 
Berthelot, the 
father of synthetic 


chemistry, with his sensational an- 
nouncement, "The soil is alive." 


To-day the new farmer finds him- 


self touched by science on all sides. 
He knows that there are more living 
things in one pinch of rich soil than 
there are people on the whole globe. 
He knows that he can take a half- 
dozen handfuls of earth from differ- 
ent parts of his farm, mix them to- 
gether, send 
one thimbleful to a 


chemist, and find out exactly the kind 
of crop that will give him the best 
harvest. And more, now that science 
has given him a peep into nature's 
factory, he can even feel a sense of 
kinship 
between 
himself and his 


acres, because he knows that the 
same elements that redden his blood 
are painting the green hues on his 
fields and forests. 


There are now 15,000 new farmers 


who have graduated from agricul- 
tural colleges; and since the late Pro- 
fessor W. O. Atwater opened the first 
American 
experiment 
station, 
in 


1875, fifty others have s'prung into 
vigorous life. There is also at Wash- 
ington an Agricultural Department, 
which has become the greatest aggre- 
gation of farm scientists in the- world. 
To maintain this department Uncle 
Sam pays grudgingly $11,000,000 a 
year. He pays much more than this 
to give food and blankets to a horde 
of lazy Indians, or for the building of 
two or three warships. But it is at 
least more than is being spent on the 
new farmer in any other country. 


Step by step-farming is becoming 


a sure and scientific profession. The 
risks and uncertainties that formerly 
tossed the farmer back and forth be- 
tween hope and despair are being

Already gasoline engines are in use 


among the new farmers. The Inter- 
national Harvester Company made 
25,000 of them last year at Milwau- 
kee, without supplying the demand* 
These engines, in the near future, 
will be operated with alcohol, which 
the farmers can distill from potatoes, 
at a cost of ten cents a gallon. This 
is no dream, as there are now 6000 
alcohol engines in use on the farms 
of Germany alone. 


When this Age of Alcohol arrives 


the making of the new farmer will be 
very nearly complete. He will then 
grow his own power, and know how 
to harness the omnipotence of the 
soii.—From The American Review of 
Reviews.

mail and telephone; and incidentally 
publishes 700 trade journals of his 
own.

Even this is less of an ex­ 
pense than it seems, for he borrows 
the money from himself, out of his 
own banks, and spends the bulk of 
the tax-money around his own prop­ 
erties.

Diversified Farming# 


Very little has been written about 
this stupendous prosperity of Amer­ 
ican farmers. 
Why? 
Because it is 
so recent. 
The era of big profits be­ 
gan barely ten years ago. 
There was 
a time when the blue-ribbon new 
farmer was the man who grew wheat 
In the Red River Valley, 
He was the 
aristocrat of tho West. 
His year's 
work was no more than a few weeks 
of plowing and sowing, and a few 
days of harvesting. 
Even this was 
done easily, sitting on the seat of & 
machine and driving a team of splen­ 
did horses. After harvest he cashed 
in, carried a big check to the bank* 
and settled down for a long “loaf” 
or a trip to the old homestead In the 
East. 


But It was the bad year of 1893 
that first put American farmers on 
the road to affluence. Up to that time 
it was their usual policy to depend on 
a single crop. 
One farmer planted 
nothing but wheat; another planted 
nothing hut corn; a third nothing but 
cotton, and so on. 
But in 1893 the 
prices of wheat, corn and cotton fell 
so low that thfc farmers' profits were 
wiped out. 
This disaster set the 
farmers thinking, and in four years 
they had changed over to the new 
policy of diversified farming. 


Instead of putting all their work 
upon one crop, they planted from 
three to a dozen crops each. year. 
They 
manufactured their corn into 
cattle; they gave the soil a square 
deal in the matter of fertilization; 
they learned to plant better seed and 
to pay attention to the W eather Bu­ 
reau; they studied the m arket re­ 
ports, and, best of all, they swung 
over from muscle to machinery, until 
to-day the value of the machinery on 
American farms is fully a thousand 
millions. 


The Adoption of Scientific Methods. 


All this amazing progress that I 
have been describing is by no means 
the best that the new farmer will do. 
It is merely what he has done by the 
aid of machinery. 
W hat he will do 
by the aid of science remains to be 
seen. 


Scientific agriculture Is young. It 
has had to wait until machinery pre­ 
pared the way, by giving the farmers 
time to think and money to spend. 
The first scientist who took notice of 
farming was 
the 
Frenchm an La­ 
voisier. 
He found out the composi­ 
tion of water, in 1783, and was in the 
midst of many discoveries, when a 
Paris mob hustled him to the guillo­ 
tine. 
The famous Lelbig next ap­ 
peared and founded the first agricul­ 
tural experiment station.

cost; $100 goes for profits and account­ 
ing; and the remaining $100 is ab­ 
sorbed in the expense of selling. 


The author takes the ground that 
the $200 devoted to material labor, 
profits and accounting is in the nature 
of a fixed charge, while the $100 spent 
for selling is in the 
nature 
of a 
psychological impulse. 
That is to 
say, it is of. a highly notional charac­ 
ter, and is Constantly threatening the 
other two-thirds of outlay. 


Here the writer makes a most in­ 
teresting statement. 
He ?ays one 
can buy an article manufactured in 
the United States cheaper in Argen­ 
tine than he can in New York City. 
This is because the expense of selling 
is so much greater 
in 
New York. 
There, office rent, salaries, advertis­ 
ing, assistants, etc., are added to the 
manufacturer’s 
expenses, and these 
items are so much greater there than 
in Argentine.

the fakir releases his attendant from 
the bag, and ho steps out without a 
scratch upon his body.
